Merit, Tunisia; the Star of the Lebanese Ministry of Tourism; and the Golden Dagger of the United Arab 
Emirates. 

Khalife was born in 1950 in Amchit (western Lebanon). He studied the oud at the National 
Academy of Music in Beirut and later taught there. He has performed throughout the Middle East, 

North Africa, Europe, and North America.
